MAIL DELIVERY 
AT COURTHOUSE IN

On Orders, Postmaster For- 
bids Carriers to Enter Build- 
ing Posted as Unsafe. 


Mail delivery to offices in the 
Clayton Courthouse was suspended 
today by order of the Postoffice De- 
partment at Washington, ‘The ac- 
tion followed that of Building Com- 
missioner Alden B. Park of Glayton 
who posted 30 signs on the building 
last week, declaring. it was unsafe. 

Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
announced he had been instructed 
to direct carriers not to deliver 
mail to the offices in the building 
“until such time as you are as- 
sured by municipal authorities of 
Clayton that the building is safe 
for the carriers to enter.” 

Postmaster Jackson said he re- 
ceived the instruction: after advis- 
ing the Postoffice Department of 
the action taken by the Clayton 
Building Commissioner. County of- 
ficials will be able to get their mail 
by sending to the Clayton Postof- 
fice, 16 North Meramec avenue, a 
block away, or making some ar- 
rangement for delivery outside the 
building, the Postmaster said. 

Wallace Meyer, superintendent of 
mail deliveries, after inspecting the 
Courthouse this morning, ordered 
the collection box moved from the 
old north section of the building 
to the south annex, built in 1916, 
and announced there would be no 
further deliveries, or collections, in 
the north portion. Offices which 
will be without mail service include 
those of the Sheriff, Assessor, 
Comptroller and Prosecuting At- 
torney.

Connection of Dr. Moyer Spring- 
er Fleisher. with St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, where 
he heads the department of bac- 
teriology, is to end next Wednes- 
day, after 23 years, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The Rev. Alphonse M. Schwitalla, 
S. J., dean of the medical school 
said he could say only that “Dr. 
Fleisher is on the faculty today.” 

A full statement of the universi- 
ty’s position, said Dean Schwitalla, 
is in the hands of the American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors. He dismissed Dr. Fleisher's 


sponsorship, with 24 others, of a 
local chapter of the North Ameéri- 
can Medical Bureau to Ald Spanish 
Deniocracy as “a mere incident,” 
in the university's “disagreement” 
with him. 

Association Head’s Version. 

Dr. A. J. Carlson, président of 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors, said a study of 
correspondence had convinced him 
it was “the real factor.” Dr. Cart- 
son, questioned by long distance 
telephone to Chicago, where he is 
chairman of the University of Chi- 
cago department of physiology, said 
the association was studying the 
correspondence toward a decision 
as to whether it should investigate 
further. 

This material includes reports 
from both Dr. Fleisher and his 
dean, Dr. Carlson said. The prac- 
tice of the association, he ex- 
plained, is to make such a pre- 
liminary study, and, if the deci- 
sion is to investigate, to send in a 
special committee of professors 
from other cities, for the ad- 
vantages of disinterestedness and 
immunity from local administra- 
tive friction. 

The situation is of interest, he 
said; to the association’s committee 
on academic freedom and tenure, 
headed by Prof. W. T. Laprade of 
Duke University, and to his own 
committee on freedom of speech. 
Name Omitted in List by Error. 

Dr. Fleisher was omitted from 
Medical Bureau sponsors listed on 
a mimeographed circular dated 
Monday, but at the local headquar- 
ters, 3559 Lindell boulevard, he was 
said to be @ sponsor and the omis- 
sion an error. He was known to 
have indicated a desire at one time 
to have his name withdrawn from 
the list of 25, including profession- 
al men and educators in various 
fields, clubwomen and ministers? 

Dr. George H. Bishop, chairman, 
declined to comment, saying Dr. 
Fleisher had not communicated 
with him and he knew nothing 
about it. The chapter, or 
two years ago, last fall contributed 
medical supplies to a “food ship” 
for Loyalist Spain, and the Jan. 
23 letter was for contributions to- 
ward “children’s cities” for orphan

NURSE SHORTAGE 
AT CITY HOSPITAL 
CALLED DISGRACE? 


Nurses’ Board and Doctors 
Cite Conditions — Pa- 
tients, Lacking Care, De- 


velop Pneumonia. 


70 TO 80 IN WARD, 
ONE NIGHT NURSE 


Officials Block Effort to In- 
crease Staff Because of 
$2,000,000 Mu nicipal 
Deficit. 


Disgraceful conditions prevail at 
City Hospital because of a shortage 
of graduate nurses, a committee 
representing the Municipal Nurses’ 
Board and the Visiting staff of the 
hospital reported today. 

As a result of the shortage, pa- 
tients develop ꝓneumonia because 
of lack of proper care, modern 
treatments cannot be carried out 
and necessary operations cannot be 
performed, a spokesman for the 
group said. 

Efforts to get 75 more nurses 
have failed because the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment and 
Mayor Dickmann have said the city 
could not appropriate more money 
with the municipal deficit exceed- 
ing $2,000,000. 

List of Deficiencies. 
Physicians representing the hos- 
pital’s visiting staff listed the fol- 
lowing deficiencies due to the short- 
age of graduate nurses: 

“Wards of 70 to 80 patients, many 
with pneumonia, have but one 
nurse to care for them at night. 

“Special procedures are simply 
not ordered for many patients be- 
cause the staff realizes the nursing 
department is so undermanned that 
they cannot be carried out. 

“Complications, such as bed sores, 
accidents and cross-infections are 
so prevalent as to be disgraceful. 

“Diabetic diets cannot be checked 
without the addition of either 
nurses or dieticians. Treatment 
means little without this item. 

“Sickness and overwork and ex- 
posure to infections further depletes 
the personnel; there are no nurses 
to cover such absences.” 

City Hospital has one nurse to 21 
patients, whereas a similar hospi- 
tal in Los Angeles has one nurse 
to seven and a half patients, Cleve- 
land has one to 12 and Bellevue 
Hospital, New York, has one nurse 
to 11 patients, the National League 
of Nursing Education reported. 

Each patient at City Hospital 
gets 26 minutes to two hours’ nurs- 
ing care in 24 hours, The Nursing 
Council of the American Hospital 
Association recommends three to 
three and a half hours of nursing 
care per day for adult patients and 
more for children. For the 740 pa- 
tients at City Hospital to receive 
an average of three hours’ bedside 
care in 24 hours, 304 nurses would 
be needed. Today the graduate 
staff numbers 118. 

Formerly student nurses were of 
important assistance in caring for 
patients but their number has 
dropped from 92 in 1931 to 42 last 
year. Reasons for the drop were 
the discontinuance of the practice 
of paying students a small salary 
and the unwillingness of students 
to bear a heavy load of work on 
the wards in addition to their class- 
room study, Miss Mary A. Daw- 
son, superintendent of nurses, said. 

Reduction in Hours, 

Last year 13 nurses were added 
to the staff but they have been 
absorbed because of increasing 
services to patients and because of 
a reduction of the nurses’ work 
week from 56 to 51 hours. In 1935 
the nursing staff voluntarily took 
a pay cut from $90 to $75 a month 
so that 20 more nurses could be 
employed. 

For more than three years re- 
peated efforts have been made by 
the visiting staff and the Mu- 
nicipal Nurses’ Board to remedy 
the shortage. In spite of the addi- 
tions made last year and in 1935, 
the nursing personnel is still a 
third to a half of that required by 
the Nursing Council of the Amer- 
ican Hospital Association, a staff 
physician said. 

The hospital census has dropped 
about 10 per cent since 1932 but 
the nursing shortage is even more 
acute today because of increasing 
services, he added. . 

In a letter referred to the Mu- 
nicipal ‘Nurses Board by the Hos- 
pital a resident intern on the fe 
male medicine division complained: 
“I wish to call your attention to 
the quite inadequate nursing care 
afforded my patients

“As representing a fairly typica) 
day, I have gone over the nurses’ 
work book for Oct. 10 and I find 
a total of 65 orders were not car- 
ried out. They include morphine 
for cardiacs, saline for a urémic,

Attorney General With- 
draws’ From Gambling 
Investigation at Kansas 
City; Charges ‘Politics.’ 


SPECIAL PROSECUTOR 


Southern Had Made Re- 
quest on Ground That 
W. W. Graves Could 
Not Be Counted On. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 26. — 
Charging both Gov. Lloyd C. Stark 
and Circuit Judge Allen C. South- 
ern with failing to deal “openly or 
fairly” with him, Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick withdrew today 
from a Jackson County grand jury 
investigation of gambling. 

First he rejected Judge South- 
ern’s suggestion he appoint a spe- 
cial prosecutor to represent his of- 
fice before the grand jury, then in 
an interview he asserted emphatic- 
ally: 

“I do not intend to turn my of- 
fice over to the Governor or any 
court.” 

The Attorney-General strongly 
hinted the entire gambling inquiry 
had become enveloped in ‘a political 
fog, asserting he felt Judge South- 
ern’s suggestion had come “from 
an outside party.” 

McKittrick told reporters he had 
planned to present several liquor 
cases to the grand jury. He said 
Judge Southern’s refusal to per- 
mit either him or Jackson County 
Prosecutor W. W. Graves to take 
part in the inquiry left no one le- 
gally empowered to sign indict. 
ments. 

He added there was doubt in his 
mind that Judge Southern knew 
personally any of three men he had 
suggested for the post of special 
prosecutor, pointing out the Judge 
had to refer to a slip of paper to 
refresh his memory on the names. 

What Judge Told Grand Jury. 

The Judge in his instructions to 
the grand jury yesterday eliminat- 
ed by inference both McKittrick and 
Graves from active participation in 
the case. He charged Graves with 
refusing to admit lawlessness here 
and with being unable to present 
evidence to the grand jury without 
contradicting himself. 

McKittrick, said the Judge, 
would be powerless to aid because 
his only source of information 
would be the police department 
which he (Southern) declared was 
aware fully that anti-gambling laws 
were being flouted. 

McKittrick dictated his refusal 
to name a special prosecutor to a 
court reporter by telephone then 
left late in the morning with his 
first assistant, J. E. Taylor, to re- 
turn to Jefferson City. 

McKittrick’s terse message to the 
Court said he was refusing “to turn 
over the Attorney-General’s office 
to any of the three gentlemen you 
named or to the Court.” 

Those Suggested by Court. 
Judge Southern yesterday asked 
the Attorney-General to appoint one 
of three attorneys, all regarded as 
friendly politically to the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Stark, who has de- 
nounced crime conditions in Kan- 
sas City and branded Prosecutor 
Graves as unfit for public office. 
The three are Nick Cave, Columbia, 
former State Senator and Demo-

AGAINST HAGUE 


Upholds Decree Barring 
Jersey City From Inter- 
fering With Union Meet- 


ings, Speakers. 


By the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 2. — 


Mayor Frank Hague lost in the 
Third Circuit Court of Appeals to- 
day his fight to keep the CIO from 
holding public meetings in Jersey 
City, N. J. 

The. Court, in a two-to-one de- 
cision, affirmed the decree of Unit- 
ed States District Judge William 


Clark, (now a member of the Court 
of Appeals), preventing the city 
from interfering with CIO meetings 
or speakers, 

The decision made certain modi- 
fications in Judge Clark’s decree 
which did not affect the general ob- 
ject of the injunction. The mod- 
ifications included: 

1. Holding unconstitutional the 

Jersey City ordinance regulating 
public meetings. (Judge Clark had 
not decided whether the ordinance 
was valid.) 
2. Holding unconstitutional an 
ordinance prohibiting the distribu- 
tion of circulars. (Judge Clark also 
had not ruled on the validity of 
this local law.) 

3. Striking out of Judge Clark’s 
decree a clause that police could 
not halt CIO meetings unless all 
similar public meetings were 
barred. 

Opinion by Judge Biggs. 

The opinion was written by Judge 
John Biggs of Delaware, and was 
concurred in by Judge Albart B. 
Maris. Judge J. Warren Davis dis- 
sented in part from the conclusions 
of the majority opinion. 

The majority opinion stated that 
even if the ordinance regulating 
meetings were constitutional, Jer- 
sey City authorities acted in a dis- 
criminatory and unconstitutional 
manner. 

The Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel for Jersey City said at Jersey 
City he would come to Philadel- 
phia later today and ask the court 
for a stay from its decision, prelim- 
inary to an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

The ordinance regulating meet- 
ings required a permit for public 
outdoor assemblies by the Director 
o. Public Safety, who was empow- 
ered to grant or refuse such per- 
mits. 

The court's decision held the or- 
dinance unconstitutional because it 
“permits the imposition of previ- 
ous restraint upon the right of the 
individual to speak before an as- 


FRANCE, BRITAIN 
WILL INSIST ITALY 
“KEEP SPAIN FREE 


Daladier Says “Necessary 
Steps Will Be Taken If 
Fascists Fail to Leave at 
War's End. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Jan. 26.—Premier Dala- 


dier announced today that France 
and Britain had agreed to take “the 
necessary steps” to meet an Ital- 
ian threat if the Fascist forces 
failed to leave Spain at the close of 
the war. 


Daladier declared precautions al- 
ready had been taken to protect 
French and British lines of com- 
munications in the Mediterranean, 
where warships of the two powers 
now are on training cruises. 

Previously Foreign Minister 
Georges Bonnet had given Italy a 
solemn warning to keep hands off 
the French colonial empire. The 
French leaders’ declarations coin- 
cided with receipt of news of the 
fall of Barcelona to Spanish insur- 
gent and Italian troops, not far 
from France’s southern border. 

Demonstration by Students. 

Meanwhile French students 
massed outside the Italian Embas- 
sy in an anti-Fascist demonstration. 

“Venice for France,” the students 
cried in parody of recent Italian 
demands for French territory. Po- 
lice broke up the demonstration, 
arresting three students. 

Daladier made his statements to 
a meeting of deputies of his Rad- 
ical-Socialist party of whom he de- 
manded a solid vote of support fo: 
the Government policy previously 
outlined by Bonnet in the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

Ths Premier failed to explain 
what measures were foreseen if 
the Italians remained in Spain, but 
official sources indicated what some 
of them might be. 

They included French occupation 
of Spanish Morocco and joint Brit- 
ish-French occupation of Minorca, 
Government-held island in the 


“France cannot permit anyone to 
touch the empire she founded with 
her blood,” Bonnet declared in the 
crowded, cheering Chamber. 

He declared that France's differ- 
ences with Italy might soon become 
“a question of force.” Referring to 
the Italian clamor for French Co- 
lonial holdings, he said: 

“Difficulties may await us in the 
near future. We will face them 
with the courage of a people sure 
of its destiny. These difficulties 
have been announced and foreseen. 
It is a question of force.” 

He delivered this indirect warn- 


long late today as insurgent sol- 
diers marched triumphantly down 
the palm-lined boulevards to the 
cheers of thousands of persons in 
the conquered Government capital. 

Khaki-clad insurgent troops sing- 
ing “Marcha Granadera’—Spanish 
military air—and with bayonets 
shining in the warm sun poured 
into the city from the north, south 
and east. 

Barcelona, Spain's largest city, 
was quickly transformed as the 
red-and-gold flags of the insurgents 
suddenly appeared from bal 
conies and atop tall modern build- 
ings. Its capture followed two and 
a half years of civil war. 

The Government defense had col- 
lapsed. Insurgent officers said 
there was no resistance at the end. 
At last reports the Government 
army was forming a new defense 


line somewhere to the north, 
Franco personally directed the 


ifinal attack and occupation. 


Details of Occupation. 

The people of Barcelona flocked 
from their houses to greet the 
victorious army whose planes 
for months have been raining 
bombs in their midst. To the people 
Franco’s victory meant something 
other than triumph for the insur- 
gent cause. It meant food and an 
end to the bombings. 

The entry was orderly. Two 
hours after the insurgents’ arrival 
celebrations were held in the 
streets, with crowds demanding the 
appearance of Franco, 

Tanks and armored cars accom- 
panied the infantry. Soldiers waved 
their rifles, crying, “Long live 
Spain!“ “Long live Spanish Cata- 
lonia!” 

Soldiers marched down the Paseo 
de Colon, one of the main streets, 
and through the Calle de Cortes.

Cruiser Omaha Reaches 
Marseille With Eight — 
Destroyer Badger Arrives 
With 22 Refugees. 


By the Associated Press. 

MARSEILLE, France, Jan. 26.— 
The cruiser Omaha, flagship of the 
United States Mediterranean squad- 
ron, reached Marseille today, bring- 
ing the United States Embassy staff 
from the Barcelona battle zone. 

The only refugees aboard, besides 
the six Embasey officials, were two 
executives of the Spanish Telephone 
Co., Fred Caldwell, president, and 
George Dennis, treasurer. 

The United States destroyer 
Badger arrived last night with 22 
refugees entitled to American pro- 
tection. 

All United States citizens now 
have been evacuated from the Cata- 
lonian danger zone except about 120 
who elected to stay behind because 
of duties. 

Besides the telephone company 
officers the Americans brought to 
France by the Omaha were Walter 
American Charge 
d' Affaires; Capt. Francis Cogswell, 
naval attache; Col. Henry B. 
Cheadle, military attache; P. V. 
Palery, Embassy secretary; Charles 
Gilbert, vice-consul, and William 
Krieger, clerk. 

Final Taste of Air Bombing. 

Both the Omaha and Badger took 
on the refugees at the little village 
of Caldetas, 20 miles northeast of 
Barcelona, where refugees got their 
final taste of insurgent aerial bom- 
bardments yesterday as they pre- 
pared to leave Spain. 

The Omaha sailed at night with 
all portholes darkened. 

Sailors vigilantly scanned the 
starlit sky for raiding planes, while 
down below the refugees relaxed 
after their frightening motorboat 
trip from the beach to the ship, 
two miles offshore, 

Krieger, seated at the plain but 
plentiful naval dinner table, ex- 
claimed: 

“This is like heaven. It is the 
first real meal we have had in a 
long time.“ 

Another said: 

We got accustomed to seeing 
bombing planes over Barcelona. But 
it is a different feeling looking at 
them under the protection of the 
American flag.” 

The refugees were unanimous in 
their description of the Barcelona 
situation as one of disorder, rather 
than panic. They said most of the 
people left in the former Govern- 
ment capital awaited passively the 
entry of Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco's troops. 

Bomb Narrowly Misses American. 

An insurgent aerial bomb fell 
within 30 feet of Gilbert as he was 
departing with other refugees at 
Caldetas. 

Gilbert saw the projectile com- 
ing and dodged into a refuge, tak- 
ing shelter for the first time in 
many months. 

As the insurgent attack pro- 
gressed at Caldetas, killing four 
persons, the American refugees 
were hastily moved to a place of 
shelter near the beach. After the 
raid they were loaded into motor- 
boats and taken to the ships. 

In the high surf running off the 
coast they were drenched, and 
their luggage floated around on the 
bottom of the boats. 

The refugees reported they were 
in good condition.

Refugees flowed in from the ap- 
proaching fronts, a grim procession 
of mule-drawn, two-wheeled carts 
piled high with furniture, mat- 
tresses, chickens, children and the 
invariable collection of bulging bur- 
lap bags. Authorities miraculously 
kept this train of refugees in order 
and moving. They passed through 
the outskirts of Barcelona. 

In the city proper, there was 
hardly a sign of them. From Sun- 
day onward, Barcelona was a curi- 
ous mixture of deadness and alive- 
ness. Normal life was brought to 
an abrupt stop. The Government 
closed every non-military store, 
shop and factory and ordered resi- 
dents to build the final lines of de- 
fense outside the city. 

Some disobeyed the order and 
took to the roads. They were not 
stopped. The majority went to 
work on the fortifications. 

Newspapers appeared and were 
sold in an instant. They told lit- 
tle but their mere appearance in- 
stilled confidence.

Proposal for Public’s Vote on Rise 
to 4 Pct. Rate, to Aid Aged, 
Offered in House,

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 26.—A 
joint and concurrent resolution to 
submit a constitutional amendment 
to the voters of the State to author- 
ize the Legislature to increase 
the State sales tax to at least 4 
per cent, doubling the present rate, 
was introduced in the House today 
by Representative H. P. Lauf of 
Jefferson City. 

The resolution would submit the 
proposal in the November general 
election in 1940. It would limit the 
tax to 6 per cent. 

Lauf told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he introduced the pro- 
posal so that the voters would have 
an opportunity to express them- 
selves on whether they were in fa- 
vor of sufficient old-age assistance.

“Southern told me,” he continued, 
“it was on account of the fact the 
Democratic organization in Kansas 
City had supported me.“ 

But, he added, “I told Southern 
that fact or no other fact had, 
could or would have any influence 
on me in performing my duties.” 


“Outside Parties,” He Says. 


McKittrick asserted he felt the 
Judge’s request would mean he 
would have to turn over his office 
“to an outside party ... and, in 
my opinion, at the suggestion of an 
outside party. 


“I have never permitted anyone 
to dictate to the Attorney-Gener- 
al's office and I am not going to 
let anyone start now. I have never 
used the Attorney-General’s office 
to punish foes or favor friends and 
Im certainly not going to begin 
now.” 

McKittrick cited his activities in 
the State insurance cases and oth- 
er litigation as evidence he had 
“fought the Democratic organiza- 
tion here.“ 

After telephoning his message 
to Judge Southern’s reporter, Me

Judge Southern had asked Mc- 
Kittrick to appoint a special pros- 
ecutor because, he said, he was 
without power so to do himself. 
Without the appointment of such 
an official, he contended, the in- 
vestigation would be left in the 
hands of Graves. 


Even before McKittrick’s action 
today strained feelings between 
him and Judge Southern were 
plainly evident. . 


McKittrick’s Earlier Statement. 


In a statement last night, Mc, 
Kittrick said he came to Kansas 
City at the direction of Gov. Stark 
and at the invitation of Graves to 
assist in the investigation. 

“The orders of the Governor,” 
McKittrick continued, “and the in- 
vitation of the prosecutor remove 
legal obstacles to my coming here. 
I told the Judge I was ready to 
work with the court and the grand 


Southern made an unusual demand 
upon me. He demanded that I 
appoint an assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral from three names which he 


submitted to me, none of whom is 
a member of my staff. 

“As to the Judge’s attitude toward 
calling policemen as witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury, I think it 
would be proper to subpena police 
officers in order to obtain what 
facts they have. If any policeman 
wished to claim his rights under 
the Constitution and decline to tes- 
tify, it would be a matter for the 
policeman to determine. It is my 
opinion that the police would have 
valuable information with refer- 
ence to violations of any laws here.”

“At the present time there are 
nine patients on the ward with bed 
sores. The nurses are working 
strenuously and putting in much 
overtime work in an effort to keep 
abreast. Division 18 simply needs 
more nurses, 
“One more unfortunate result of 
the shortage of nursing Ip is 
that the head nurse finds it almost 
impossible to make rounds with the 
intern staff—even on daily new pa- 
tients. Intelligent direction of 
nursing care of patients cannot be 
maintained unless the head nurse 
can continue on these rounds.” 
“No Nurse to Do This.” 
A head nurse reported there were 
55 patients on her division, four 
in critical condition. “Each of these 
four should have received the best 
of nursing care but there was no 
nurse to do this,” she wrote. | 
Members of the group seeking to 
increase the nursing personnel ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the hos- 
pital’s physical and medical im- 
provement, but said the shortage of 
nurses “stood out like a _ sore 
thumb.”

Relief Must Wait on Budget. 

Steps toward relieving the short- 
age will have to wait on budget de- 
terminations at the end of the fis- 
cal year in April, when the deficit

Joseph M. Darst told a Post-

Darst said he had made a budget 
recommendation for an increase of 
46 nurses at City Hospital, and had 
been told it could not be considered 
until then. 

“Everybody tells us we must 
spend money for these various 
causes,” commented Mayor Dick- 
mann, “but nobody ‘ells us where 
we're going to get the money. Last 
year it was medical supervision for 
parochial schools and the venereal 
disease program, each at a cost of 
$75,000 a year. Now it's more 
nurses. I'd like to get them all 
the nurses they want, but when you 
haven't got the money you just 
can’t do everything.” 

Darst said he had consulted Hos- 
pital Commissioner Ralph I. 
Thompson and Medical Director 
Avery P. Rowlette of City Hospital 
ih arriving at his recommendation 
for an increase of 46 nurses. He 
said the hospital now has 85 on 
general duty, 13 on special duty and 
18 head nurses. 

Walter J. Grolton, superintendent 
of the hospital, said 45 additional 
nurses had been requested for the 
next fiscal year. “I sincerely hope 
that the city fathers, who in the 
final analysis make all these things 
possible, will find some way to per- 
mit the addition to our nursing 
staff as requested in the budget,” 
he said. 

“I am satisfied with the ad- 
vances made to date in the medical 
and physical end of the hospital. 
For 50 years the hospital group has 
been built and maintained by cour- 
ageous pioneers ih the hospital 
field and capable, devoted leaders 
in the nursing profession, who have 
in the past half-century contributed 
time and service of an inestimable 
value. 

“We hope that only constructive 
efforts will be added to this work 
and that the general public and 
especially our future patients will 
maintain a high degree of n 
dence in their hospital.”

CHUNGKING, China, Jan. 26.— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek de- 
clared today that “China will never 
compromise or surrender even half- 


way” and that “China eventually 
will emerge the victor.” 

China's leader in the 18-month-old 
war, addressing the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the Kuomintang, 
or Government party, asserted that 
Japan's resources of manpower 
were dwindling rapidly as com- 
pared with China's. 


Meeting Watched 10 for Possible Indi- 
‘cations of Chinese Policy.

HONGKONG, Jan. 26. — Observ- 
ers here are closely watching the 
meeting of the central executive 
committee of the Kuomintang, now 
going on in Chungking, for pos- 
sible indications of China’s future 
policy on termination of the war 
with Japan. 

It was reported that, with left- 
wing members of the Kuomintang 
trying to capitalize on the defection 
of former Premier Wang Ching- 
wei, Sun Fo, son of Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen, might succeed Dr. H. H. Kung 
as president of the executive Yuan.

The industrial revolution of the 
early nineteenth century brought 
heavy industrialization of the Bar- 
celona region wnitl today it pos- 
sesses extensive textile, railway 
equipment and other manufactur- 
ing plants. 

From its highly developed port, 
which harbors ships of all nations, 
exports of wine, olive oil, silk, cork 
and cotton goods have gone forth 
to the world. 

Once the seat of the Counts of 
Barcelona and later the Kings of 
Catalonia and Aragon, Barcelona 
has a history of strife with other 
parts of Spain and with foreign in- 
vaders, and of internal unrest and 
steady growth. 

A great Gothic cathedral with the 
tomb of St. Eulalia and magnifi- 
cent fifteenth century stained glass 
windows, the Plaza del Rey and 
the old city are treasures remaining 
from the medieval glories of Bar- 
celona. 


In the first decades of this cen- 
tury, anti-religious outbreaks and 
a stormy labor movement kept 
Barcelona turbulent. 


An important factor in assuring 
Barcelona’s loyalty to the Madrid 
Government was the fact that in- 
dependence-loving Catalonians had 
been allowed to have a semi-autono- 
mous Government to still extremist 
agitation there for a separate Cat- 
alonian nation. 

A major fear of an insurgent vic- 
tory was that the monarchy might 
be restored and Catalonia’s meas- 
ure of autonomy. suppressed.

HERE’S ONE FOR THE 
BOOK: The record receipts for 
an indoor fight resulted from a 
non-championship fight. Not 
even Jack Dempsey rang the cash 
register for as high a total as 
did Jim Maloney and Jack De 
Laney, when they fought at Mad- 
ison Square Garden in 1927. Be- 
lieve it or not, they drew $201,613. 

The record for an indoor heavy- 
weight world championship title 
was registered when Jack Demp- 
sey defended his crown against 
Bill Brennan in 1920, Dempsey’s 
first major fight after he beat 
Willard, They drew $180,000— 
and boy, was it worth the money. 
Dempsey had knocked out Bren- 
nan quickly, in their previous 
meeting. But on the occasion of 
their championship bout, Kayo 
Bill put up a great contest and 
passed out only after 12 rounds 
of fine battling. 

The next high indoor gate 
drawn by a champion was attract- 
ed when Jess Willard fought 
Frank Moran in 1916, one year 
after Willard had defeated Jack 
Johnson in Havana in 26 rounds.

First Negro Championship. 

“DON’T BE OVERSOLD on 
that first all-Negro championship 
between Jack Johnson and Bat- 
tling Jim Johnson in Paris, in 
1913” piped an old timer, listen- 
ing to comments in Mike Jacobs’ 
office. 

“That wasn’t a championship. 
It wasn't even a fight. It was a 
10-round exhibition and a poor 
one at that. Johnson’s title had 
been declared forfeited by the 
French Federation. 

“Johnson was doing anything 
to pick up money to keep alive. 
He was a wrestler for the Nou- 
veau Circue in Paris, Johnson 
was hog fat and his display that 
night was terrible. He claimed 
that his bad showing was due to 
a broken arm, suffered in the 
third round. Nobody either in 
France or America recognized the 
show as a ‘championship match.’ 

“Sam Langford was in Paris at 
the same time trying to force 
Johnson into a real defense of 
his title but without success. The 
night after Johnson fought Jim 
Johnson, Langford fought Joe 
Jeanette in what was advertised 
as ‘for the championship of the 
world’ under the French for- 
feiture of Jack Johnson's crown. 

“Of course Americans did not 
recognize this bout as involving 
the title which Johnson had won 
in the ring from Tommy Burns, 
Langford floored Joe Jeanette 
three times in the final round to 
show that he had the gods.

Julius Streicher at Huge Berlin Rally Says 
That November Burning and Plundering 


Little Test.” 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Jan. 26.—Julius Streich- 


er, Germany's No. 1 Jew-baiter, 
warned German Jews last night at 
a huge anti-Semitic rally that the 


preacher who is in a concentration 
camp, Streicher said: 


“I have more respect for a for- 


mer U-boat commander (meaning 
Niemoeller) and his heroic acts 


burning of synagogues and plun- 
dering of Jewish stores last No- 


vember was “just a little test.” 


“Those who believe that the Jew- 
ish question already is solved are 
mistaken,” said Streicher, the 
Nuernburg publisher of the violent- 
ly anti-Semitic Der Stuehrmer. 
“The November action Was only a 
little test. Through it one could 
learn to know one’s neighbors, 
above all those certain persons who 
hung their heads and belly-ached, 
‘Now they are burning down the 
houses of God.’ 

“Those people really don’t know 
what it is all about.” 

Assails 


Italian Catholics. 
Streicher spoke after his Ital- 
ian — Roberto Farinacci, 
former Fascist party secretary and 
an Italian State Minister, who com- 
plained that the Catholic church 
“has greater sympathy for the 
states friendly to Jews than for the 
Fascists.” 

While Streicher and Farinacci 
were rousing this mass meeting 
held in Berlin's huge Sportspalast, 
Rublee, American director 
of the Intergovernmental Refugee 
Committee, was struggling to reach 
some sort of an agreement with 
Nazi officials concerning emigra- 
tion of Jews from Germany. 
“I proclaim before you,” said 
Streicher, “that solution of the Jew- 
ish question has only begun.

Amendment May Block 
Wage Measure and Chain 
Store Tax.

Rules virtually agreed on in the 
Senate interpreting the constitu- 
tional amendment adopted in 1932 
to limit the period for considera- 
tion of bills in statute revision ses- 
sions of the Legislature will oper- 
ate in aid of lobbyists interested in 
killing bills and to the detriment 
of lobbyists attempting to have 
bills passed. a 

The limitation, as construed by 
the Senators, applies only to new 
subjects of legislation, and so mea- 
sures other than those which amend 
existing laws will be automatically 
dead after 70 days of the session 
have expired. The only exceptions 
will be appropriation bills and 
measures that the Governor, by of- 
ficial message, authorizes the Legis- 
lature to consider. 

Among important bills which will 
fail unless their progress through 
the Legislature is completed within 
70 days are the housing acts, the 
wage and hour measure, the bill to 
tax chain stores, the bill propos- 
ing the creation of a State Milk 
Control Board and the proposed 
fair trade practices act. Many oth- 
ers not yet introduced will be in 
the same category. 

Provision of Amendment. 
The amendment, the interpreta- 
tion of which has caused legisla- 
tors much concern, provides that 
after the first 70 days in a revi- 
sion session no bills other than re- 
vision bills and bills authorized by 
the Governor shall be considered by 
the Legislature. 

This being the first revision ses- 
sion since the adoption of the 
amendment, there was much uncer- 
tainty as to its exact meaning. 
While it was known that the orig- 
inators of the amendment had in 
mind to stop all action on. bills 
other than those in the three spe- 
cified classes, there was uncertain- 
ty as to just what constituted a re-

Conference at Washington 
Calls on Women’s Organ- 
izations to Urge Issue on 
Congress.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — Dele- 
gates studying the cause and cure 
of war declared yesterday in favor 
of an amendment to the Neutrality 
Act preventing sale of war ma- 
terials to naiions waging war in 
violation of treaties. 

The delegates called on 6,000,000 
women in their 11 organizations to 
convince Congress that there was 
demand for the amendment they 
suggested. 

Such a change, they contended, 
would make it immediately pos- 
sible to stop the sale of war ma- 
terials to Japan for the campaign 
in China. 

Delegates drew attention to “the 
tragic sult” of operation of the 


discriminated “against the legitim- 
ate government to the advantage 
of the opposition.” 


National Defense Dispute. 


The only serious opposition to 
the “program for 1939,” submitted 
to the conference, developed over 
a national defense policy. 

The program committee urged 
approval of “a defense policy cor- 
related with a constructive foreign 
policy for peace.” 

“That might be interpreted as 
support of increased armaments,” 
a delegate protested. 

“The President’s proposed na- 
tional defense program is an em- 
ployment program,” another said. 

“We don’t want a national de- 
fense resolution that sounds like 
it came out of the Women’s 
Patriotic Conference on national de- 
fense,” declared Mrs. George Hy- 
man of*Washington. The patriotic 
conference, also in session here, 
last year indorsed increased arma- 
ments. 

With 21 dissenting votes, the 650 
delegates approved Mrs. Hyman’s 
substitute motion supporting “a na- 
tional defense policy ... which 
recognizes both the economic 
wastefulness of armaments and the

BERLIN, Jan. 28.— Adolf Hitler, 
the new Supreme War Lord, re- 


ceived several hundred of the high- 
est officers of the regular German 
fighting forces at his new palace 
here last evening and harangued 
them for nearly two hours. Der 
Fuehrer later entertained the offi- 
cers at dinner, retaining them in 
all more than five hours. 

The session, of course, was held 
behind closed doors and the laconic 
communique issued provided no 
hint as to what the Chancellor said 
in his adddress—a fact which is 
causing much speculation in diplo- 
matic quarters. Hitler’s immediate 
entourage during the evening in- 
cluded Field Marshal General Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, the high- 
est ranking officer in the active 
military machine; Colonel-General 
Wilhelm Keitel, chief of the high 
command of the armed forces, and 
Colonel-General Walther von 
Brauchitsch, commander-in-chief of 
the army. None present was below 
the rank of General or Admiral. 

Talks on New Relationship. 

Never before had Hitler gathered 
before him such a galaxy of com- 
manders of his army, navy and air 
force. Although, as indicated, the 
communique refrained from dis- 
closing the topics on which Der 
Fuehrer touched in his speech, it 
is known that—apart from other 
issues—he dwelt at length on the 
“new relationsship” which he in- 
sists must be developed between 
the regular fighting forces and the 
Nazi party. 

Among the high officers who 
stood under the huge crystal chan- 
delier in the reception room of the 
palace were many who have been 
angered by the decree of last Satur- 
day—signed by Hitler—under which 
the “Brown Army” of Nazi storm 
troopers is restored to a position 
of prestige equivalent to that which 
it occupied before the famous

But what the dictator means is 
that the Generals must make nearly 
all the concessions, adopting the 
Nazi weltanschauung (world out- 
look) and dropping those of their 
Prussian traditions which conflict 
with the Nazi views. 

It is an interesting coincidence 
that Hitler's meeting with his Gen- 


erals came just 48 hours before the 


eightieth birthday of the ex-Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. It is safe to say that 
nearly every one of the Generals 
who listened to the words of the 
new war lord fought as an officer 
of junior or middle rank in the 
armies of the ex-war lord, who re- 
sides today in exile at Doorn. 

Significantly, for the first time 
since the Nazis came to power, a 
general order has been issued 
barring ceremonies of any kind 
within the regular fighting forces 
to mark the Kaiser's birthday. The 
order was signed by Colonel-General 
Keitel, chief under Hitler of the 
high command of the fighting 
forces. 

Veterans May Observe Day. 


Under a corollary order issued by 

Von Brauchitsch, commander of the 
army proper, unions of veterans of 
a few crack regiments of which the 
Kaiser was personal honorary com- 
mander are authorized to follow 
their custom of observing the birth- 
day—but only behind closed doors.

The other and more important con- 
tribution was the revision of the State 
tax laws by the State Legislature, for 
which again he was responsible, Except 
for this, the city would have been 80 
short of funds that very little could have 
been accomplished. 

His activity in the local Republican 
organization began only when Mr. Hoo- 
ver, his former chief, became a candi- 
date for President in 1928. 

When he was again in the State Sen- 
ate in 1931, his services to the city in 
connection with relief legislation, etc., 
were most essential.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OW long are the citizens of St. Louis 

willing to pay with damage to their 
health and property for their indiffer- 
ence to an abominable condition which 
has earned us the nation-wide distinc. 
tion of being the dirtiest city to live in? 

Since we came here in 1923, we have 
hopefully supported the efforts of the 
Smoke Abatement League and every oth- 
er such enterprise succeeding it, only to 
find that every attempt to force action 
on the issue was promptly silenced. We 
have migrated by stages from the Cab- 
anne district out into the county, to Nor- 
Mandy, a location described by the real 
estate man who sold us our property as 
being out of the smoke district. 

In spite of the fact that most homes 
in this locality, ours included, are heated 
by gas or oil, we are swallowed up by 
an impenetrable pall of smoke drifting 
out from the city whenever mild weather 
and low pressure prevail.

the clash and courage of strong wills. 

Waterloo’s centennial still lacked a year when 
the Kaiser's guns were battering the forts of Liege— 
1815-1914. The futile Munich putsch, in its bap- 
tism of beer, that dismissed the superannuated Lu- 
dendorff in a dunce cap and brought into the news 
the ludicrous, unknown Adolf Hitler, occurred in 
1923. Napoleon had been dead 102 years. The dust 
of the “Little Corporal,” who never smiled in life, 
would have laughed uproariously at the bizarre 
notion that the Austrian sign- painter would, in 15 
years, achieve by sheer audacity a larger territorial 
conquest than ever did his Corsican prototype by 
artillery; that Heil Hitler“ would rattle official 
window panes which had never trembled at the 
ragged devotional of “Vive L'Empereur!“; that the 
bachelor of Berchtesgaden would cast a longer, dark- 
er shadow over Europe than was ever projected from 
the empurpled Jacobin. lover in the Tuilleries. 

Napoleon made Austria “sue for peace,” with his 
daringly massed attack on the outmoded, scattered 
formations, but Hitler rode into Vienna to absorb the 
Hapsburg remnant without the firing of a gun. 

To follow step by step the two imposing per- 
sonalities, separated by a century, were an interest- 
ing historical exercise, but impracticable here. One 
truth, identically applicable to both, may be ac- 
counted. Durope knew no peace under the First Na- 
poleon, and it knows no peate under the First Hitler. 
One point of difference—a topless tower of differ- 
ence—pierces the past and the present. Never could 
Napoleon, by strategy or force, by ingratiation or 
compulsion, ensnare the good will of England. 
Across the Channel was the enemy, implacably ada- 
mant to cajolery, alertly on guard, persistent in its 
policy of ‘coalition against the common terror. 

Napoleon had a Castlereagh to deal with, ruthless 
as a Cato, incapable, perhaps, of even thinking of 
the word “appeasement.” Hitler has a Chamberlain 
who conceives it to be his mission to save today at 
whatever price, however tomorrow may be mort- 
gaged. 

Into what chaos Europe had long since crashed, 
but for the political genius and military capacity 
and willingness of England, is a chapter of history 
unwritten and unwritable. But the Prime-Minis- 
terial precepts and policies, since Elizabeth, in the 
self-preserving art of maintaining Europe as a go- 
ing concern, are looking down on Downing Street. 
Never before was the Continent so terrorizingly 
equipped to destroy itself, never before did it teeter 
so desperately between power and fear. 

Europe, under the leadership of England, fought 
Napoleon, Europe, lacking a challenging leadership, 
does not fight Hitler. And the Asiatic face of Japan 
smiles inscrutably. Is the East still dreaming of 
putting the West to bed? 
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The Commerce Department reports a favorable 
trade balance of more than a billion for 1938. 
Didn’t we tell you that Iowa boy, Harry Hopkins, 
would make good in the city? 
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PRESIDENT CONANT’S FAIR SHOT. 

The criticism which President Conant of Har- 
vard has leveled at the university schools of educa- 
tion will be welcomed many places in our educa- 
tional system. That these. faculties have been “too 
much concerned with quantity production” has been 
well known for a long time by many teachers and 
educational administrators. It is equally well known 
that the education schools have been “too anxious 
to further their own disciplines by legislative enact- 
ments requiring all teachers to take courses in edu- 
cation.” 

The result has been that all too many teachers 
have been coming out of the schools of education 
crammed full of methods and techniques and educa- 
tional psychologies of one sort and another, but with 
little or nothing to teach. The idea that they are 
to educate pupils in history or government or liter- 
ature or science is lost in a lot of scholastic mumbo- 
jumbo.

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GRIST OF THE MARRIAGE MILL. 

A type of item that appears in the news columns 
with appalling frequency is that relating to the an- 
nulment of a marriage that took place at the mass- 
production “marriage mill” of George R. Hart, Jus- 
tice of the Peace, at St. Charles and Natural Bridge 
roads. 

The stories of those who repent at leisure follow 
a cut-and-dried pattern. Usually one or both of the 
pair are minors who gave false information as to 
age, and did not have their parents’ consent. Often 
they were intoxicated, and testify they did not 
know what they were doing, or that they went 
through the ceremony “on a dare,” or “as a lark,” or 
“on the spur of the moment.” They or their dis- 
tressed parents explain in court that they “did not 
realize the seriousness of the step,” or that they have 
decided “it was all a mistake.” 

In granting one such annulment, of a ceremony 
that had been preceded by an all-night drinking 
bout, Judge William F. Borders of East St. Louis 
branded such weddings as “a burlesque of mar- 
riage.” They are worse. They are a defilement of 
a most exalted sacrament. They are a source of 
mental agony and notoriety for the participants and 
their families. They are a disgrace to the com- 


munity. 

Hart has been successful in resisting all efforts | 
through the law to shut up his marriage shop. He 
has performed thousands of marriages since he be- 
gan operations in December, 1934, many of them un- 
ions of misguided Illinois pairs who went to him to 
evade the health law passed for their benefit by

THE MEAT HOUND AT WORK. 

The politicians who are gunning for Missouri's 
new conservation machinery must not be very bright. 
In fact, it is almost fair to ask if they can read and 
count. 

In 1936 the people of this State went to the polls 
and by the overwhelming majority of more than a 
half-million votes adopted a constitutional amend- 
ment to take conservation out of politics. Yet the 
sniping, knifing, strafing campaign of the politicians 
against this important and eminently desirable re- 
form goes on after more than two years! 

The latest move shows the lengths to which these 
spoilsmen will go. Last week Senator Quinn of Lewis 
County introduced a bill to repeal all State laws 
for the enforcement of regulations issued by the 
Conservation Commission. If this bill should be- 
come a law, the commission would be hamstrung in 
prosecuting offenders, as there would be no legal 
penalties. 

Fortunately, Gov. Stark is a stanch friend of con- 
servation and a backer of the movement to estab- 
lish it on a non-political basis. There is small dan- 
ger, therefore, that the Quinn bill will become a law 
and embarrass the commission. 

How to remove the Governor as a factor? That 
was the next question before the politicians, and 
they think they have the answer. Representative 
Spearman of Miller County has introduced a reso- 
lution to submit the conservation amendment itself 
to the people at the next election. This would give 
the politicians a chance to work for its repeal at the 
polls. Meantime, it would provide a convenient 
device for them to continue their despicable cam- 
paign of opposition, 

The Legislature should reject the Spearman reso- 
lution forthwith. This vital public issue was taken 
to the people and passed on directly by them in an 
outpouring of votes. The reform they voted is just 
now beginning to demonstrate its value. To attempt 
to kill it now is to defy the declared will of the peo- 
ple of Missouri.

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TOO HOT TO HANDLE. 

Fire broke out at the Star Theater in St. Louis a 
few weeks ago and did $3500 damage. This pro- 
voked more than the usual notice because the film 
shown that night was entitled “Too Hot to Handle.” 
Now an alarming coincidence has been recorded. An- 
other movie theater has suffered a fire, this time 
at Marion, Ind., and with a loss of $100,000. This 
time the blaze started while the show was in prog- 
ress, and again the film was “Too Hot to Handle.” 

Press-agent stunts rarely go quite as far as this, 
so the cause of the twin conflagrations must be 
sought elsewhere. Theorists doubtless will make 
the most of the fact that the picture’s stars are the 
incandescent Myrna Loy and the torrid Clark Gable. 
They will also note that the film features the burn- 
ing of a world-flight plane and of a munitions ship 
at sea, the destruction of a Chinese city and an 
assortment of other spectacular disasters. Whatever 
is responsible, the producers will have to begin issu- 
ing a fire insurance policy to every exhibitor if 
the combustion continues.

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NAZI DEBT EVASION. 

Less than a month after the Anschluss, Germany 
stopped paying interest on Austrian debts. A pro- 
longed exchange of notes with the United States 
followed. The latest in this series came yesterday, 
with American rejection of the Nazi denial of legal 
responsibility for the Austrian debt, and asserting 
that any payment must depend on a favorable bal- 
ance of German-American trade. 

The disclaimer of responsibility is a feeble argu- 
ment. Under international law and long-standing 
usage, a government is fully responsible for the debts 
of its predecessor. The trade-balance argument is 
no more convincing. Germany took over the revenue 
sources from which Austria had made regular pay- 
ments; the trade balance therefore has no actual 
connection with ability to pay. 

A stronger reason for American insistence is the 
discrimination practiced by the Nazis. Payments on 
the Austrian debts are being made to Britain, be- 
cause that country threatened seizure of German as- 
sets in Britain. Germany is also paying French 
and other investors. In common law, discrimination 
of this sort is considered an act of bankruptcy. 

Hitler has a great deal to say on every conceiv- 
able occasion about “national honor.” The primary 
element of national or personal honor is prompt 
payment of debts. It will be difficult for the Nazis 
to reconcile their lofty attitudes with this effort to 
wriggle out of a just obligation. 
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Barcelona is prepared, we suppose, to hand an 
Italian key, Made in Germany, to Herr Signor 
Franco. 
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A CANDIDATE FOR ALDERMAN. 

Dr. Paul H. Douglas, professor of economics at the 
University of Chicago, explains his filing as inde- 
pendent candidate for Alderman of the Fifth Ward 
in Chicago, as follows:

N the old courthouse on Pemberton 


Laure in Boston there is a courtroom on 

the second floor with “Pre-Trial Session” 
neatly lettered on the door, Drop in there 
most any morning and you will find two 
lawyers at the bench, quietly conversing 
with the Judge. In about 20 minutes they 
will leave, and another pair of lawyers will 
step up in their turn. In that short time 
the Judge and the two lawyers have settled 
a lawsuit. . 

Let me repeat. The lawyers and the Judge 
settled a lawsuit in 10 minutes. The same 
thing is being done every day in Detroit and 
Los Angeles, Dallas and Pittsburgh. Not all 
lawsuits in these cities are settled in so 
short a time, but a surprising percentage 
of them are, and the trial time of the re- 
mainder has been cut to a fraction of what 
was formerly required. Any American com- 
munity can reap the same benefits. The 
congestion of American courts, which for 
decades has been notorious, can be ended. 

Six years ago, a Detroit Judge injected 
an element of common sense into our time- 
tried system of administering justice that 
had evaded five centuries of juridical think- 
ing. Our courts, he reasoned, are provided 
at great public expense for the purpose of 
seeing justice done, not as a stage for law- 
yers’ forensics. A good Judge, he knew, 
can dispose of more legal quibbling in five 
minutes of informal conversation than in 
a full day of rigid court procedure. So 
why not have a special Judge to clear out 
the legal underbrush, and call it a pre- 
trial”? This was done, and the results have 
been amazing. 

° * * 

In 1932 it took four years for a law case 
to reach trial. Today, law cases in Detroit 
are tried in less than 10 months, and the 
courts are gaining. Pre-trial was instituted 
in Boston in 1935, when the courts were 
trying cases four and half years old. To- 
day, despite the terrific load of new litiga- 
tion imposed by a State compulsory automo- 
bile insurance law, the waiting time has 
been halved, and the courts are catching up. 

The pre-trial has won adherents every- 
where. It not only preserves our tradition- 
al rights and immunities, but actually 
strengthens them, The American Bar As- 
sociation and American Judicature Society 
are enthusiastically behind it. It went into 
effect in the Federal courts last year. 

A pre-trial takes from 10 minutes to an 
hour. Some two weeks before a’ case is 
scheduled for trial, the o parties 
appear before the pre-trial Judge. Their at- 
torneys state the points at issue, and a dis- 
cussion of the case ensues. Chatting infor- 
mally, the Judge clarifies the issues, elimi- 


nates irrelevant points and obtains admis- 
sions and agreements which shorten the 


trial. This done, the case almost invariably 
boils down to one or two essential points. 
“Here, gentlemen,” says the Judge, “is 
Can

swer is Yes, the case never comes to trial— 
it is settled amicably. This happens in two 
cases out of four. If the answer is No, they

This 
means that trickery, surprise, lucky breaks 
and all the other freaks which so frequently 
defeat justice are out. 

To what lawyers call the “lay” mind, it 
is difficult to understand how such a simple 
device as the pre-trial, which can be put 
into effect anywhere by the local courts 
themselves, can be such an astonishing time- 
saver. But that is not taking into account 
the amount of mummery that may surround 
the simplest operation in court procedure. 

* * > 


Take this very common situation as an 
example: A man has been injured in an 
automobile. accident and is suing the own- 
er of the car. Among other evidence in the 
case is the medical record. To get this sim- 
ple record admitted to the case, here is 
what usually happens: 

The custodian of the records of the hos- 
pital is summoned to court, even though 
it causes him great inconvenience. After 
waiting an hour—or a week—he will duly 
swear that he is telling the truth. He will 
be asked his name, address, age. Bit by 
bit they will get around to asking him what 
he does for a living. After a while he will 
be asked if he has produced the hospital’s 
original records. Yes, he has. Where are 
they? Here they are. If opposing counsel 
does not object, he is finally allowed to read 
them and go about his business. 

In pre-trial, the same incident amounts 
to just this: 

Plaintiff's counsel: Here is my client's 
hospital record, Your Honor. 

Judge: Is this record genuine? 

Plaintiff's counsel: It is, Your Honor. 

Judge, to defendant’s counsel: Are you sat- 
isfied beyond a doubt that this record is 
genuine? 

Defendant's counsel: I am, Your Honor. 

Judge: I shall mark it, and it may be 
introduced in the evidence without pro- 
ducing the custodian of the records. 

The other points of the case are reviewed 
with similar expedition. 
— * 

Finally, in pre-trial, they come to the mat- 
ter on which the opposing attorneys flatly 
disagree: The plaintiff claims the defend- 
ant was negligent; the defendant claims he 
was not. Here is the real issue. If it can 
be settled there and then, it will go before 
the jury later. But the jury will be called 
upon to decide just one clear-cut point; 
there will be no waste of court time with 
non-essential forensics. And in court, sav- 
ing time means saving money, for it costs 
the taxpayers $500 to keep one jury court- 
room open for one day. 

Pre-trial also discourages that flourishing 
racket, the “nuisance value” suit, wherein 
the plaintiff brings suit on trifling grounds, 
knowing full well that his case would not 
stand up in court, but hoping the defendant 
will pay him something to avoid the expense 
of a legal defense. 

But perhaps the greatest benefits of pre- 


trial have accrued to the litigants. Quicker |

Trade Wars at Home

RADE barriers between nations caus 
much of this world’s trouble. Until adop 


tion of the Federal Constitution gave com 
trol over interstate commerce to the ce 
tral Government, trade barriers between the 
American states menaced the very existence 


of the Union, 

Gov. Lloyd C. Stark of Missouri, speaking 
to the Council of State Governments at 
Washington, has sounded an impressive 
warning against the present tendency of the 
states to rebuild such barriers. The dar 
ger, as he says, is not merely that busines 
will suffer, but that division of the Amer 
can people into commercially hostile groups 
will increase sectionalism and create polit 
ical bitterness. 

We think of our country as a great free 
trade area in which the streams of com 
merce flow unrestricted. Actually, Gov. 
Stark points out, many states, impelled by 
the wish to “protect home industries“ or t 
tap new sources of revenue, obstruct the 
streams. They have erected what, in effect, 
are tariff walls against their neighbors. 

Thirty states have laws favoring their own 
citizens, as against the citizens of all other 
states, in the letting of public contracts for 
general supplies and building materials, A 
number penalize “foreign” corporations with 
higher entry fees and license taxes than are 
collected from “domestic” corporations, Fit 
teen have “use taxes” on goods bought and 
brought in from other states. 

Some subject out-of-state trucks and 
busses to special license fees and ton-mile 
taxes. “Port of entry” laws, recently adopt 
ed by numerous states, cause traffic delays 
and increase shipping costs, even though 
they do not provide for discriminatory 
taxes. And many states, seeking to p 
their own farmers, maintain inspection 
licensing systems that impede the free move 
ment of agricultural products. 

When one state puts up a trade barrier, 
other states will seek to retaliate. The i 
sult of tariff wars between the states, # 
Gov. Stark says, may be apparent benef 
for a new minority group; but these benefits 
are nothing more than subsidies to 
groups, paid for by the consuming public 
in higher living costs and with disastrow 
effects on business in general.

Starks 
words, “In charting our course to the 
of permanent prosperity, we must eliminate 
every regulation that may prove a 
to the unrestricted movement of products 
despite the fact that these barriers 1a 
seem at the moment to be beneficial to 
or special interests within our states.

Dr. Lennette joined the depart- 
ment of pathology at the Washing- 
ton University Medical School Oct. 


McCordock, former head of the de- 
partment, who died Nov. 13. He 
was formerly engaged in infantile 
paralysis research at the University 
of Chicago Medical School. 

The existence of such a barrier 
between the blood and the brain, 
Dr. Lennette said, is indicated by 
the ineffectiveness of administer- 
ing serum, and the failure to pre- 
vent the disease by injecting vac- 
cines under the skin or into the 
blood. 

The cause of the disease, he ex- 
plained, is a virus which can 
neither be seen under the micro- 
scope nor cultivated outside the 
bodies of susceptible animals. The 
only susceptible animals, other than 
humans, are monkeys, and the only 
means of detecting the virus is by 
its effect when inoculated into 
monkeys. | 

With monkeys, Dr. Lennette ex- 
plained, the virus must be injected 
into the brain or into the nose, in- 
jections into the blood stream be- 
ing rarely effective. These other 
pecularities of the virus make study 
of the disease extremely difficult 
and very costly. 

The aim of Dr. Lennette’s experi- 
ments is to discover earlier diag- 
nostic signs for detecting the dis- 
ease, to learn by what paths the 
virus gets into the body and brain, 
to discover what means may be 
taken to block these pathways and 
to find ways to over-ride the “bar- 
rier” in order that immunization 
Serum may be effective in treat- 
ment. 

Whatever new facts may be dis- 
covered about infantile paralysis, 
Dr. Lennette said, will also aid in 
the study of epidemic encephalitis, 
a similar virus disease, on which 
he is now doing research work,

the other hand, ‘the temperature 


| should not be so high that the fat 


smokes. Smoking fat indicates 
that it has broken down, forming 
fatty acids and acrolein, the lat- 
ter being a substance irritating 
to the eyes, nose and throat. Fats, 
oils, and shortening break down 
at different temperatures. 

A smoking product is always too 
hot for frying any type of food 
and this should never be used as 
a test. For successful frying, a 
thermometer should be used and no 
food need be fried at 380 degrees. 
Uncooked foods suc:. as doughnuts, 
potatoes, onions, are fried at 360 
or 375 degrees. Cooked foods such 
as croquettes, which require only 
reheating, may be fried at slightly 
higher temperatures, about 375 de- 
grees. 

Care of Shortenings. 

Lard and other shortenings 
should always be kept in tightly 
closed containers which prevent the 
entrance of light and air. Since 
they take on the flavors and odors 
of highly flavored foods, it is im- 
portant to keep them from any con- 
tact with such foods. 

Economy dictates that lard and 
other shortenings or oils should be 
used as many times as possible for 
deep fat frying. With care, their 
“frying life“ may be prolonged. All 
fats show a certain amount of de- 
terioration with constant use. When 
this happens, their smoking point is 
lowered. 

To prolong the “frying life” of 
lard and other shortenings, they 
should never be overheated. In this 
connection a thermometer is of 
great help. It has been shown that 
there is less likelihood of over- 
heating if the exposed surface is as 
small as possible; that is, a kettle 
deep in proportion to the surface 
area should be used. 

In frying, particularly with foods 
which have been crumbed, parti- 
cles of food accumulate in the ket- 
tle. After each frying the fat 
should be strained through a 
cheesecloth, 

The flavor absorbed by fats from 
the foods fried may be removed by 
cooking slices of raw potato. The 
potatoes should be sliced into the 
cold fats which are heated grad- 
ually until the potatoes are well 
browned. They are then removed 
by straining. This treatment of 
lard and other fats is indicated aft- 
er frying onions, fish or any other 
foods of strong flavor and odors. 

It is thought that moisture in- 
troduced during frying decreases 
the frying life of fat and so care 
‘should be taken to dry the surface 
of potatoes or over vegetables to 
be fried before putting them into 
the fat. This practice also de- 
creases the spattering which hap- 
pens when hot fat and water come 
in contact with each other.

Deep frying has many advantages 
as a method of cookery. Little 
nutrient is lost and flavor is de- 
veloped by browning.

the 


Importance of These Substances to 
Human Body Is Shown. 


Today man is beginning to be on 
speaking terms with the vitamins. 
He calls many of them by name. 
Vitaming are no longer clouded in 
Mystery; they are known to be 
“distinct chemical substances, each 
having its own special function to 
perform in the body.” 

A large part of the intricate task 
of clearing away the mystery, find- 
ing out what vitamins are, as well 
as what they do for the human 
body, has at last been accomplished. 
The study of nearly every one of 
the vitamins brought surprises. 

The origina] vitamin B, for in- 
stance, turned out to be not one 
vitamin, not one substance, but 
several. And these substances not 
only differ from each other but 
at least three of them fill different 
needs in the body. These three are 
now called by their own names, for 
nutrition workers know exactly 
what they are: thiamin, for years 


called vitamin Bi, or the anti-beri- 


beri vitamin; riboflavin, also known 
as vitamin G or B2, and nicotinic 
acid, until recently called tne “pel- 
lagra-preventing factor.” 

New findings are by no means 
limited to identification of the vita- 
mins, For one thing, nutrition 
workers are more convinced than 
ever that many people do not get 
enough vitamins. Even deficiency 
diseases are far too common. Pel- 
lagra still claims many victims in 
America every year. And, too, 
many babies suffer from rickets 
and scurvy. 

Deficiency Diseases, 

Nutrition workers are especially 
concerned these days about the 
thousands of what are called “bor- 
derline” cases, that is, people who 
suffer bad effects because they do 
mot have enough of certain vita- 
ming, although they do not show 


actual symptoms of any deficiency

with flourishing bank accounts, do 
not get as many vitaming as their 
bodies could use to advantage, not 
enough to speed them on the road 
to abounding good health. 

A good supply of vitamins is par- 
ticularly necessary during periods 
of “growth and development,” 
therefore the diet of children and 
young folks, and nursing and ex- 
pectant mothers, should be watched 
with special care. 

Here are “Highlight” summaries 
of the vitamins: 

Thiamin (Vitamin Bl). 


An adequate supply of this vita- 
min is necessary to keep the 
muscles in good “trim” and the di- 
gestive tract and the appetite in 
good order. Thiamin is especially 
important for the expectant or 
nursing mother. 

Thiamin is one of the three vita- 
mins (thiamin, riboflavin, ascorbic 
acid—Bl, G, OC) that soak out into 
the cooking water. This vitamin 
is easily destroyed by heat, especial- 
ly when soda is used in cooking, 

The richest sources of thiamin 
are whole seeds and legumes, in- 
cluding peanuts and soybeans. 
Among animal foods, pork, chicken, 
kidney and liver supply the larg- 
est quantities of this vitamin. 

Riboflavin (Vitamin G or B2). 

Riboflavin is the new name for 
what has been called vitamin G and 
also B2. It is necessary to the 
good health of all the living cells 
of the body. Like thiamin, ribo- 
flavin soaks out into the cooking 
water, but is not as easily destroyed 
by heat. The richest sources of 
this vitamin are the lean meats and 
animal organs, eggs and cheese and 
milk. All forms of milk are rich 
in riboflavin, whether skimmed or 
whole. Because of their greater 
concentration, dried, condensed and 
evaporated milks are especially 
good sources. The best vegetable 
sources are leafy vegetables and 
the cabbage family, the polishings 
of rice, the red skins of peanuts,

appetite, falls off in weight and 


becomes weak and listless. 

The best sources of the pellagra- 
preventing factor are lean meat, 
chicken, liver, . buttermilk, leafy 
green vegetables and green or dried 
peas and beans. 

Ascorbic Acid (Vitamin C). 

The very name of this vitamin 
suggests its function in the body, 
the prevention of scurvy. Because 
ascorbic acid cannot be stored in 
the body, a daily supply is necessary 
for everyone—necessary for good 
health and good “tooth nutrition.” 

Ascorbic acid is the most readily 
destroyed of all the vitamins. Much 
of it is destroyed by heat and air 
in coeking, and some of this vita- 
min is even lost from foods if they 
are stored for a long time. 

Citrus fruits, the richest natural 
sources of ascorbic acid, tomatoes 
and some other fruits besides the 
citrus family, contain acid which 
protects the vitamin C in these 
foods, whether they are stored, 
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enough vitamin A, soon begin to 
lose their ability to see well in dim 
light, and scientists have now de- 
veloped a way of telling just how 
much vitamin A is needed to make 
the eye respond normally in a faint 
light. Through this method, nutri- 
tion workers can conduct diet ex- 
periments on human beings to learn 
much more about man’s needs for 
vitamin A than was possible with 
tests on rats. 

Besides having this nutritional 
eye weakness, a child that does not 
get enough vitamin A may not 
reach his full growth, and he may 
also have defective bones and 
teeth. 

Man gets his vitamin A in two 
ways. His food either contains vi- 
tamin A, or contains substances 
known as provitamin A, that are 
changed to vitamin A in the body— 
and this changing process is some- 
times wasteful. Vitamin A comes 
from animal foods as fish-liver oils, 
egg yolk, butter, cheese, whole milk, 
and cream. Provitamin A comes 
largely from the leafy-green, and

Joseph Foster, owner of a book 
store at 410 Washington avenue, 
was acquitted by a jury today of 
a charge of circulating obscene lit- 
erature, preferred at the instance 
of the Rev. Mary H. Ellis, Phila- 
delphia vice crusader. The jury, 
in Court of Criminal Correction, 
deliberated 40 minutes. 

A member of the jury told re- 
porters later that most of hig fel- 
low jurors felt action should be 
directed against publishers rather 
than distributers. He said they 
disregarded evidence of a prior con- 
viction against Foster, on the 
ground he apparently had been sin- 
gied out for prosecution, although 
many other proprietors sold simi- 
lar publications. N 

Mrs. Ellis, who after testifying 
had sat in a front row, grim-faced, 
declined to comment on the verdict. 

The defense had offered no testi- 
mony, but stood on,a demurrer to 
the State's evidence. Foster's law- 
yér, James H, Connor, in his argu- 
ment told the jury his client ad- 
mitted selling the literature con- 
cerned but denied it was salacious. 

“I trust it won't take long for 
you to return a verdict against 
Mrs. Ellis, by which you will tell 
her she isn’t needed hére and can 
go back to Philadelphia,” he said. 

At yesterday’s hearing, which 
was marked by frequent ‘laughter 
in the crowded courtroom, Mrs. El- 
lis admitted on the witness stand 
she was convicted in Philadelphia 
of asking for and receiving money 
without registering with the proper 
authorities. She also admitted that 
her principal assistant in fighting 
vice, Mrs. Emma G. Meyers, a 
singer, employed as her agent Os- 
ear Dane, producer of burlesque 
shows here for many years. 

Mrs. Ellis said she was con- 
victed on a “technicality,” explain- 
ing that she had made a radio ad- 
dress in Philadelphia and, although 
she did not appeal for funds, a man 
sent her $1 after the talk. She also 
admitted that she took a pauper's 
oath in York, Pa., after court costs 
were assessed against her when 
persons arrested on her complaint 
were found not guilty.

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Lodge on Religious 

Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massachu- 
gatts, addressing the Patriotic Con- 
ference, commended the Govern- 
ment fer protesting against at- 
tacks on religious groups by some 
countries, but asked why a similar 
stand had not been taken against 
other nations. 

“Ig it too much to say,” asked 
Lodge, “that the outrages which 
are now being perpetrated might 
never have started had we shown 
our interest in freedom of religion 
when it was first attacked?” 

He sald he referred to Soviet 
Russia—“the first and chief an- 
tagonist of religion“ —and to Mex- 
ico 


Dr. Hans Kohn, professor of 
modern history at Smith College, 
said that one of four “fallacies 
leading the United States to war” 
was the refusal to take sides, 
which he termed “the most imm 
al thing that can happen.“ 

Other. “fallacies” listed by Dr. 
Kohn were “the way in which we 
use the word peace,“ a notion that 
conflicts today were “just ‘strug- 
gies between rival imperiallsms,“ 
and a belief that “things will be 
all right if we postpone decisions.” 

“On the gates of the last seven 
years will be written the words ‘too 
late, he said. 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Milinois, 
told the Women's Patriotic Confer- 
ence that President Roosevelt was 
talking the only language the 
world’s military despots understood 
when he asked Congress for in- 
creased armaments. 


Nye for Lifting Embargo. 


Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota asked Congress to repeal the 
Spanish .embargo in order.to take 
a position of “greater neutrality” 
toward the Spanish civil war. 

Nye, a member of the neutrality 
bloc, said in a statement in the 
Congressional Record that the em- 
bargo put the United States in the 
“position of, holding the arms of 
one side in Spain while the other 
side dealt blows with outside help 
that they could get.” 

Senators Lundeen (Farmer-La- 
bor), Minnesota, and Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri declared the United States 
should stop trying to police the 
world. 

In the Senate, Senator Reynolds 
(Dem.), North Carolina, talked for. 
three hours on foreign affairs, as- 
serting the United States should 
stop hating Hitler and Mussolini, 
stop trying to police the world, 
and concentrate on domestic prob- 
lems. 

“We should wash behind our own 
ears before telling other nations 
of the world to take a bath,” he 
shouted. 

He asserted that: 

The United States was engaged 
in “an undeclared war“ with 
Japan. 

This country had “broken off“ 
diplomatic relations with Germany 
over matters that were none of our 
business. 

(The United States Ambassador 
merely has been called home from 
Berlin.)

British war debt. 

Senator Neely of West Virginia, 
broke in to suggest that Britain 
should act quickly “before Mr. 
Chamberlain has an opportunity to 
give it to Hitler or Mussolini.” 

“Great Britain has never been 
known to give anything to any- 
body except a lot of lip service,” 
Reynolds said. 

“And other people's territory,” 
Neely added. 

Senator Schwellenbach (Dem.), 
Washington, interrupted Reynolds 
several times to denounce condi- 
tions in Europe such as persecu- 
tions and concentration camps. 

Do you favor concentration 
camps in this country?” he asked 
Reynolds. 

“America would do well to pro- 
vide concentration camps for the 
Communists, Nazis and others who 
are trying to overthrow this gov- 
ernment,” Reyolds replied. 

Senator J. Hamilton Lewis 
(Dem.), Hlinois, touched off the 
discussion dy protesting against 
suggestlons that this country lift 
the embargo on shipment of arms 
and war supplies to Spain. 


Martin Conboy Replies to Stimson; 
Says Roosevelt Can't Act. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—In à let- 
ter to.the New York Times, Martin 
Conboy, New Tork lawyer, said to- 
day the embargo against the sale 
of war materials to Spain could be 
removed only by congressional re- 


peal. | 

Conboy’s statement was in reply 
to a letter from former. Secretary 
of State Stimson recommending 
that President Roosevelt lift. the 
embargo “at once.” 

“Mr. Stimson ignores the fact 
that the President has not the 
power to lift the embargo which 
was .imposed by Congress in its 
joint resolution of Jan. 8, 1937, un- 
til the state of civil strife has 
ceased in Spain,” whote Conboy. 

“He stresses what he claims to be 
the duty of this country toward 
‘the recognized government of 
Spain,’” Conboy continued. “In his 
argument based thereon he ignores 
the purpose of our neutrality pol- 
icy, which is to keep us out of 
European disputes. My own view of 
the matter differs in that I consid- 
er the American reason for keeping 
the Spanish embargo is that it con- 
forms to our national neutrality 
policy.

Some of the lobbyists are hailing 
the interpretation with glee—those 
who are opposing new legislation. 
Those who are attempting to get 
bills, however, can see many. diffi- 
culties ahead. - 


Delay is one of the most effec- 


tive ways to kill a bill, and oppo 


nents of measures will be success 


ful in many instances if they can 
forestall action for 70 days. But 
advocates of bills look upon that 
period as all too short if they en- 
counter. serious. opposition. 

Only 48 days remain of: the 70- 
day period; 22 days of the. session 
having passed without one bill hav- 
ing been reported from a committee 
in either house, and none is likely 
to be reported. within. a week or 
10 days. It is thought that the ses- 
sion will continue until early in 
June, but the last 80 days or so 
will. be given over to the revision 
bills, as they are defined, appropria- 
tion bills and possibly..a few.meas- 
ures which the Governor may rec- 
ommend for consideration.

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Loss of British Royal Mail Airliner One of Most Thrilling Sagas of Adventure by Sea and Air 


MYSTERIOUS CRASH OF THE CAVALIER 


Primitive Resources of Man Prevailed Over the Devices of Science in Rescue of 10 Survivors 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. 


IEWED as a whole, the disas- 

trous finish of the Royal Mail 

aircraft Cavalier, in which three 
lives were lost and two women 
watched their husbands perish be- 
fore their eyes, looms aloft as an 
epic of invincible human spirit, 
and as one of the most thrilling 
and mysterious narratives of ad- 
venture by sea and air. 

It is mysterious because no one 
has yet been able to explain why 
the air liner’s four engines, devel- 
oping 3000 horsepower, should all 
suddenly have failed, simultane- 
And the 
question may be forever insoluble, 
because the mechanical evidence 
lies buried five miles deep in the 
ooze of the Atlantic's floor, 

As several survivors are sailing 
aboard the liner Monarch of Ber- 
muda Saturday to testify before a 
formal inquiry to be held at Ham- 
ilton by the British Air Ministry, 
with an expert of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority participating as 
official observer, the occasion ap- 
pears timely for assembling into a 
connected recital the data and evi- 
dence which were scattered over 
four days of newspaper reports. 

The story began at 10:38 a. m. on 
Saturday, Jan. 21, when the 20-ton 
Cavalier, often acclaimed as a 
“Normandie of the sky,” taxied 
away from the Pan-American Air- 
ways dock at Port Washington, L. 
I., and four minutes later rose from 
the waters of Manhasset Bay. It 
ended at 20 minutes past midnight 
the following morning, when 10 
survivors were lifted to the deck 
of the tanker Esso Baytown. They 
had spent 11 hours floating in the 
sea, and owed their lives to cir- 
cumstances so miraculous as to 
cause them to ascribe the rescue 
with awe to “an act of God.” It 
was an event marked by the failure 
of the most modern devices of sci- 
ence and by resort to the primitive 
resources of man. Radio, for in- 
stance, was supplanted by the fee- 
ble cry of the human voice.

In sales pamphlets, these air lin- 
ers were represented as “revelations 
of what modern travel luxury can 
be,” with their “light, roomy cabins 
automatically ventilated and spe- 
cially sound-proofed against motor 
noise; deep, upholstered easy chairs 
fitted to full-visioned porthole win- 
dows, long aisles for strolling at 
will throughout the big ships, roomy 


best railway club cars and the finest 
ocean liners.” It was added that 


years in ocean service, these great 
airliners are the finest on the 


world’s airways.” 


On last Saturday morning the 
skies in New York were gloomy 
and forbidding; the thermometer 
hovered around the freezing point. 
Probably one thought was upper- 
most among the three women and 
five men who had gathered for the 
trip, that, thanks to the marvel of 
flight, they would be able in less 
than five hours to exchange New 
York’s winter for the sunny firma- 
ment and semi-tropical climate of 
Bermuda. 

It was as diversified a group as 
one so small could well be. There 
were J. Gordan Noakes, a fur auc- 
tioneer living near Whitestone, 
L. I., and his wife, who were cele- 
brating their fortieth wedding anni- 
versary with a flight to Bermuda. 
Noakes was known as an “air 
fanatic,” having flown about 100,- 
000 miles. Mrs. Noakes had never 
before been off the earth and was 
“afraid of the air.” To give her 
courage, there were present on the 
dock two of her three children and 
four of her six grandchildren. A 
second couple were Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald Miller, married 20 years. 
Miller was president of the largest 
department store in Lincoln, Neb. 
By nightfall, both women were 
fated to be widows. 


Then there was Charles M. Tal- 
bot, 23 years old, of Brookline, 
Mass., scion of a family socially 
prominent in Boston. Having grad- 
uated from Harvard College, where 
he was active in athletics, he was 
a first-year student at the Harvard 
Business School. He carried one 
arm in a sling and plaster-of-paris 
cast, having broken it a few days 
before in a ski accident. There 
was also Mrs. George Ingham, 24, 
a native of Philadelphia who was 
married less than a year ago to a 
Hamilton lumber dealer. She is a 
skiliful polo player and distin- 
guished equestrienne, who has won 
blue ribbons at many horse shows. 
The passenger list was completed 
by Mrs. Edna Watson, 43, whose, hus- 
band died last April and who con- 
ducts a guest house at Paget, Ber- 
muda; and by Miss Nellie Tucker 
Smith, 41, head of a firm of ac- 
countants at Pembroke, Bermuda. 


There were five men in the crew

Richardson, first officer; Patrick 
Chapman, radio officer, and two 
stewards, David Williams and Rob- 
ert Spence. It was Spence whom 
destiny had marked that morning 
for death—a tough and wiry little 
Irish bachelor, no longer young, 
who had been a pugilist. His last 
hours were to be glorified by mem- 
ories of his gay spirits, courage 
and heroic self-sacrifice. 

It is recalled by the survivors 
that after about two hours of 
flight to the southeast, through 
lowering and inciement skies, there 
was a sudden burst of magnificent 
sunshine, which they watched 
through the portholes and wel- 
comed with rejoicing.
